NEW YORK CAP)- At 4:30 
p.m. EOT today, an flyushin 62 
jet passenger plane is scheduled 
to land at Kennedy Internation- 
al Airport, marking the end of 
the first directflightfrom Mos- 
cow to New York and the begin- 
ning of regular air service be- 
tween the two world capitals.

SAIGON (AP) — U. S. sources 
said today that some enemy 
units believed poised for an at- 
tack on the capital have pulled 
back and "there is no imme- 
diate major threat to Saigon." 


"The enemy has backed off," 
said one highly placed U. S. of- 
ficial. 
"They don't have the 


capability to attack except in a 
very small way. There isn't 
any forward movement at all. 
"Some elements of the major 


units have physically pulled 
back. All of them didn't pull 
back. It is not a general with- 
drawal. But if you are going to 
mount a major attack you don't 
pull back anybody." 
Although he said there was no 
immediate threat, the source 
qualified this by noting that the 
situation could change rapidly. 
The new U.S. assessment con - 
tradicated South Vietnamese in- 
telligence reports of a contin- 
uing enemy buildup along the 
Cambodian border and in Hau 
Nghia Province west of Saigon, 
where the North Vietnamese 9th 
Division has its headquarters. 
Earlier today it was reported 


that the North Vietnamese 32nd 
and 33rd regiments had reached 
the Cambodian border after e- 
vading U. S. B52 bombers on a 
250-mile march from the cen- 
tral highlands. The main thrust 
of an enemy attack on the capi- 
tal is expected to come from the 
west. 
There have been intelligence 
reports that elements of at least 
four enemy divisions are within 
striking distance of Saigon and 
that 1,000 Viet Cong commandos 
are alretdy inside the city. 


U. S. Defense Secretary Clark 


M. Clifford, in South Vietnam on 
his first visit since succeeding 
Robert S. McNamara, got a 
briefing from top U. S0 com- 
manders and presumably was 


informed of the fresh assess- 
ment. 
South Vietnamese police went 
on another of their periodic full 
alerts after an intelligence re- 
port indicated possible major 
attacks and intense terrorist 
activities in Saigon beginning 
at noon. But the noon hour pass- 
ed with only one terrorist inci- 
dent reported in 24 hours — 
the assassination of a Viet Cong 
defector by two young women 
who escaped — and U. S. offi- 
cials indicated the intelligence 
information came from a low- 
level source.

John Ray said he in- 
terpreted the letter as evidence 
that his brother did not kill King 
who was shot to death on the 
balcony of Memphis motel in 
March.

"Naval Academy midshipmen 
generally lack poise, seli-con- 
fidence and maturity," Rick- 
over said. "They give the ap- 
pearance of having these quali- 
ties, but it is a superficial 
appearance with little depth." 
He said the most prevalent 
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deficiencies he finds in inter- 
views each year of many Naval 
Academy andNavalReserve Of- 
ficer Training midshipmen fall 
into the categories of insuffi- 
cient academic preparation and 
immaturity. 
Academy officials could not be 
reached for comment. 
Rickover said he had been told 
by one member of the Class 
of 1967 that grades are the im- 
portant thing at the academy 
and that "the instructors don't 
care too much if a midshipman 
learns the theory as long as he 
can pass the quizzes."

NEW YORK (A P )- Ai 4:30 
p.m. EDT today, an Ilyushin 62 
jet passenger plane is scheduled 
to land at Kennedy Internation­ 
al Airport, marking the end of 
the first direct flight from Mos­ 
cow to New York and the begin­ 
ning of regular air service be­ 
tween the two world capitals. 
After more than seven years 
of negotiations, interrupted by 
such Cold War flareups as the 
building of the Berlin Wall, the 
United States and the Soviet 
Union reached agreement ear­ 
lier this year on 
a weekly 
plane service. 
Under the agreement, the gov­ 
ernment-owned Soviet Airline, 
Aeroflot—which calls itself the 
“ world’s biggest and busiest 
airline” —will fly from Moscow 
and will return on Wednesday. 


Pan American World Airways 
—which calls itself the “ world’s 
most experienced air line” —will 
schedule a flight from New York 
Monday evening and flying via 
Copenhagen, will arrive in Mos­ 
cow on Tuesday, Moscow time, 
returning the same day. 
The four-engine IL 62, which 
will have a seating capacity of 
20 first and 102 economy class 
passengers, will have a crew of 
11 for its inaugural flight.

The five stew ­ 
ardesses will wear dark blue 
uniforms.

‘LACK POISE, SELF-CONFIDENCE AND MATURITY’ 
Admiral Rickover Raps Naval Academy 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) - Vice 
Adm. Hyman G. Rickover says 
the UJS. Naval Academy is not 
producing the mature, confident 
and well-educated officers the 
modern Navy needs. 
Rickover also says the D e­ 
fense Department “ is too much 
influenced by an industry view­ 
point” in its dealings with de­ 
fense 
contractors 
and their 
profits, “ far from being too low 
as claim ed,” may be too high. 
The deputy commander of the 


Navy’s nuclear propulsion pro­ 
grams issued the broadsides at 
a closed House appropriations 
subcommittee hearing in May. 
His testimony was released to­ 
day. 
“ Naval Academy midshipmen 
generally lack poise, self-con ­ 
fidence and m aturity,” Rick­ 
over said. “ They give the ap­ 
pearance of having these quali­ 
ties, but it is a superficial 
appearance with little depth.” 
He said the most prevalent 
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deficiencies he finds in inter­ 
views each year of many Naval 
Academy andNaval Reserve Of­ 
ficer Training midshipmen fall 
into the categories of insuffi­ 
cient academic preparation and 
immaturity. 


Academy officials could not be 
reached for comment. 
Rickover said he had been told 
by one member of the C lass 
of 1967 that grades are the im ­ 
portant thing at 
the academy 
and that “ the instructors don’t 
care too much if a midshipman 
learns the theory as long as he 
can pass the quizzes.” 


The admiral, a 1922 graduate 
of the academy, said he be­ 
lieves the general lack of poise, 
confidence and maturity “ are 
caused by the idealistic but im ­ 
practical attempts by the Naval 
Academy 
to 
include 
broad 
coverage or m ilitary training, 
professional and academic edu­ 
cation, sports, etc., with giving 
anything up.” 


An em phasis on military in­ 
doctrination and training, he 
said, “ is fostered by a strong 
professional 
military officer 
organization centered in the ex­ 
ecutive department” of the aca­ 
demy at Annapolis, Md. 
“ This conflicts,” he said, with 
achievement 
of 
proper aca­ 
demic education in fundamental 
concepts and theory.” 


Rickover snaid he was aware 
that steps have been taken to 
correct some of the deficiencies 
at the academy but expressed 
the belief that few significant 
changes have been made in the 
over-all training. 


Rickover’s criticism of the 
Naval Academy is not new. In 
recent years he accused the 
school of spending too much 
time on frills and not enough on 
teaching knowledge. 
In sim ilar testimony to a House 
appropriations subcommittee in 
1966 he said the academy’s

The Daily News said the letter 
was written to John Ray and 
was signed, * *Lord R.G. Sneyd." 
John Ray said the handwriting 
was his brother's and he add­ 
ed, “ I don't know where he got 
the name of Sneyd, but he had 
lots of names." 
Asked about the title “ Lord," 


John Ray said, “ That's proba­ 
bly his idea of a joke.” 
The Daily News made a copy 
of the letter which in part read, 


' ‘I could appeal my extradition 
hearing but I am getting tired of 
listening to these liars so I 
might close it up about Tues­ 
day." 


There was no indication of 
which Tuesday the letter re­ 
ferred to. John Ray said he in­ 
terpreted the letter as evidence 
that his brother did not kill King 
who was shot to death on the 
balcony of Memphis motel in 
March.

—Oroville and San Luis Dams 
were completed and dedicated.

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Humphrey And The Polls 


The widening view that "the politicians are for Humphrey but 


the people are for McCarthy" has just received a severe jolt. 
If the latest Louis Harris survey among Democrats is right, the 
"people" as well as the politicians show substantially greater 
support for the Vice-President than they do for the Minnesota 
Senator. 


Admittedly, this finding is paradoxical in view of the primary 


outcomes this spring. 
For these repeatedly showed Senator 


McCarthy far and away a greater favorite with those who voted 
than Hubert Humphrey. 
Perhaps the answer to this paradox 


lies in that phrase "those who voted," since, for example, only 
about 20 per cent of the registered Democrats in New York State 
(where Senator McCarthy is deemed to ha\e scored his greatest 
victory) bothered to vote. 
And since the Senator's followers 


are known to be highly motivated, the primary may have pulled 
out an unusually high percentage of pro-McCarthylings. The 
polls, on the other hand, may fish with a wider net. 


Again paradoxically, the Humphrey support is strongest among 


those groups which many have supposed would be most opposed to 
him. Thus he finds his greatest strength among Jewish voters, 
whereas this group is known to contain a strong percentage of 
anti-Vietnam war protesters, who might consequently be thought 
to be prime McCarthy prospects. 


Second in the Vice-President's list stand the blacks who pre- 


fer him over Senator McCarthy by the overwhelming margin 
Of 4-1/2 -to -I. 


That religion does not play a determinant role in the Demo- 


crats' present choice is shown by the fact that more Roman 
Catholics support Protestant Humphrey than Catholic McCarthy, 
whereas more Protestants support the latter than the former. 


The great question during the remaining seven weeks before 


the Democratic convention is whether Senator McCarthy can 
continue to close the gap between those who support him and 
those who like the Vice-President better. Between late May and 
(presumably) late June the Humphrey preference percentage 
dropped from 49 to 48 per cent, whereas the McCarthy prefer- 
ence percentage rose from 37 to 40. 


Were such a shift to continue, each would come up to the end 


of August with exactly the same preference percentage. While 
this would be a cap on Senator McCarthy's remarkable perfor- 
mance, it is doubtful if it would persuade the party politicians 
to alter their apparent intention of nominating the Vice-Presi- 
dent. In any event, polls and primaries give each man's support- 
ers powerful arguments to brandish.

dozen lecithin, cookies a day 
to prevent further disturb- 
ances of the gall bladder.

Is there any truth to the 


possibility that the oral con- 
traceptive pill may be danger- 
ous to the eyes ? 


Millions of oral contracep- 


tives are being- taken by wom- 
en with and without the ad- 
vice of their physician. Any 
medication taken over a long 
period of time must be viewed 
as having- some potential side 
effects. It is for this reason 
that when doctors prescribe 
these drugs they suggest a 
close observation for unusual 
reactions. 


About three years ago a 


group of physicians at the 
New York Medical College un- 
dertook the study of the rela- 
tionship between oral contra- 
ceptives and eye disturbances. 


The atudy was a combined 


one between the departments 
of gynecology and ophthal- 
mology. The general opinion 
was, after three years of in- 
tensive study, that there were 
relatively slight changes in 
the eyes following- prolonged 
use of these drugs. 


In every speciality, cases 


have been reported of pecu- 
liar symptoms that were not 
e a s i l y explained. Many of 
these symptoms were new and 
attributed by doctors and pa- 
tients to the pill because of a 
relationship between onset of 
symptoms and the time the 
drug was first taken. 


Unexplained migraine head- 


aches occur occasionally in 
women who previously had 
had no such difficulties. When 
the tie-in between the drug 
and the symptoms ia sus- 
pected, pinpointing is very 
simple. The pill should be 
stopped at a time designated 
by the doctor in order to see 
if the symptoms disappear and 
later return, if and when the 
pill is renewed. 


WASHINGTON-The House of 


Representatives last spring a- 
dopted a code of ethical con- 
duct but provided no way to en - 
force it. 
A lobbying operation 


which illustrates the need for 
ethical enforcement is taking 
place 
right 
now behind the 


closed doors of the House Pub- 
lic Works Committee. 
The committee has been so 
secretive that it hasn't yet pub- 
lished its April hearings on 
highways. 
Instead, it pushed 


through the House last week 
one of the most lobby-dominat- 
ed bills of this session— the 
Federal Aid Highway Act of 
19GP 
It calls for the complete emas- 
culation of highway beautifica- 
tion, a surrender to the bill- 
board lobby, the overriding of 
any court or city council de- 
cision against thruways and the 
hamstringing of the President 
from any decision not to spend 
thruway money. 
Finally, 
the Congressmen 


tacked an additional 3,000 miles 
onto the federal inter state high- 
way system, which means a pri- 
vate pork barrel for various 
Congressmen, at a total cost to 
the taxpayers of $15 billion. 
This was voted at the very same 
time Congress was demanding 
that L3J cut S6 billion from 
education, welfare, and antipo- 
verty. 
The bill was rammed through 
the Public Works Committee 
and later the House of Repre- 
sentatives 
by subcommittee 


chairman 
John 
Kluczynski, 


Democrat, the Chicago restau- 
rant man who is the devout 
friend of the highway lobby; 
and by Rep. William Cramer of 
Florida, Republican, another 
concrete champion. They got 
help from Reps. Joel Broyhill 
and William Scott, Virginia Re- 
publicans, with Gilbert Gude, 
Republican, 
and Hervey Ma- 


chen, Democrat, both of Mary- 
land. Rep. George Fallon of 
Baltimore, always a friend of 
the highway lobby and chair- 
man of the overall committee, 
also helped. 
Such Congressmen as John 


Blatnik, Minn., and Bob Jones, 
Ala., both Democrats and both 
public-minded members of the 
committee, were bogged down 
with other committee work. 


The lobby was led by Harold 


Wirth 
of Firestone Rubber 


Company, the American Road- 
builders 
Association, 
the 


American Automobile Associa- 
tion, the Asphalt Institute, the 
National Association of Auto 
Dealers, the Portland Cement 
Association, the NationalAsso- 
ciation of Motor Bus Owners, 
and various others. 
LIVELY LOBBYISTS 
Here is the tabulation of what 


the lobbyists managed to do to 
the House highway bill: 


No protection of parks—Sec- 


tion 17 removes the previous 
power of the Transportation De- 
partment to protect parks, wild- 
life refuges, and historic sites 
against the invasion of the high- 
ways. 
Overruling the courts-Section 
22 directs completion of inter- 
state freeways notwithstanding 


any court or administrative de- 
cision against freeways. This 
is aimed at overruling the Dis- 
trict 
-*f Columbia government 


and the U.S. Court of Appeals, 
which stopped the development 
of D.C. freeways without pub- 
lic hearings. 
This provision 


sets the precedent for the en- 
tire nation and is probably un- 
constitutional, since it infringes 
on the power of the courts. 


Beautification — The Beauti- 


fication Act of I960 was knock- 
ed out by the bill. The House 
bill is a direct slap at Mrs. 
Johnson. It restores junkyards 
and billboards. 
It was done in 


the secrecy of committee by 
eliminating 90 per cent of all 
enforcement funds. 


No money-saving—Section 14 


prohibits the White House from 
diverting or not using any high- 
way funds. 
This invades fie 


constitutional authority of the 
executive and might cause LBJ 
to veto the measure. 


Pork barrel—Finally, the Con- 


gressmen added 3,000 miles to 
the federal highway system. 


The Senate, in contrast, has 


passed a fairly good highway 
bill. The two conflicting mea- 
sures now have gone to con- 
ference. Thruway lobbyists and 
their champions on the House 
committee rushed the joint con- 
ferences before the public could 
become aware of what had hap- 
pened. 
The interesting question is how 
the lobby managed to get ex- 
actly what it wanted in the House 
while failing in the Senate. You 
can be assured that Congress- 
men, regardless of the new code 
of ethical standards, will not 
investigate themselves to see 
what campaign funds were con- 
tributed and to whom. 
OLD NIXON VS. THE 
NEV/ 


On the subject of ending wars, 


Richard Nixon has made a full 
turn since he first ran for Vice 
President in 1952. Nixon now 
claims to have the solution for 
ending the Vietnam war. How- 
ever, he is prevented 
from 


discussing it, he says, because 
he doesn't want to say anything 
that might jeopardize the Paris 
truce talks. 


In 1952 the political shoe was 


on the other foot. 
Then the 


Democratic Presidential candi- 
date, Adlai Stevenson, was hint- 
ing that he could settle the Ko- 
rean war. An outraged Nixon 
issued a formal statement de- 
claring: 
"Mr. Stevenson is putting out 


bait for voters and working a 
cruel hoax on the men fighting 
and dying in Korea, and their 
families and loved one sat home, 
if he continues to leave the im- 
pression in the public mind that 
he has 
some magic formula 


which could bring the Korean 
war to an end on an honor- 
able basis. . . If he has had 
such a plan, 
he should have 


disclosed it to the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff, and if he has not done 
so, he should do so immediate- 
ly. 
Certainly he cannot con- 


tend that the Joint Chiefs would 
give his plan to the commun- 
ists. If he does not have such 
a plan, he should honestly tell 
the American people."

Registry of 
weapons, will create another 
taxing bureau, costing the gun 
owners and very likely all oth- 
er taxpayers, since seldom do 
these bureaus operate on in- 
come. 
I want to urge all cattlemen,

Keep in mind that this is Just 
one attempt to control guns, 
there will be more and more.

THE MARCH OF 
AMERICAN CATHOLICISM 
The Archbishop of Canter- 
bury, to judge from the recent 
record, is more worried by 
orthodoxy abroad than heresy 
at home. He has just criticized 
Pope Paul for reasserting the 
essential dogmas of Roman Ca- 
tholicism, one of them being that 
the Roman Catholic Church is 
the designated vehicle of the 
word of Christ. It is difficult 
to see why the reassertion of 
that claim should bother the 
Archbishop. It is one thing to 
dispute the claim; it is another 
to fret about its being made. 
Rather as though an American 
in London were to pop up from 
his seat at Albert Hall and 
say: "But wait a minute, Bri- 
tannia does not rule the waves." 


I don't mean to imply that the 
assertion of the Catholic Church 
is merely a matter of tradition, 
but that it is at least a mat- 
ter of tradition, and that there- 
fore it is sort of, er, dumb for 
His Excellency the Archbishop 
to get lathered up over its re- 
statement. And it wasn't only 
Anglican dignitaries who were 
disappointed by the Pope's dog- 
matical assertiveness, but also 
a lot of Catholics, for instance 
the so-called progressives in 
Holland, one of whose spokes- 
men pronounced that the Pope's 
words were like stones in his 
stomach which, come to think of 
it, may be what Purgatory feels 
like. 
The 
strategy 
of the Pope, 


meanwhile, is presumably to 
try to do something about the 
dissolution, yes dissolution, of 
the Catholic Church—toprevent 
happening to it what happened 
to the Archbishop of Canter- 
bi'ry's church in England like 
maybe a hundred years ago. 
Auberon Waugh perhaps over- 
says it; " . . . in England we 
have a curious institution called 
the Church of England . . . Its 
strength has always lain in the 
fact that on any moral or po- 
litical issue it can produce such 
a wide divergence of opinion that 
nobody 
—from 
the Pope to 


Mao Tse-tung — can say with 
any confidence that he is not an 
Anglican. Its weaknesses are 
that nobody pays much attention 
to it and very few people at- 
tend its functions." Perhaps he 
oversays it; but not by much. 


Presumably the Pope is a- 


larmed at some of the results 
of modernization. There are 
many examples, some of them 
reaching right into the taber- 
nacle of Catholic Christianity 
to mess around with what they 


used to call the depositum fi- 
dei before Latin was abolished 
as anti-social, or whatever. 
There are data less astound- 
ing, 
but hardly insignificant. I 


sat' next to a most beautiful 
and lively young Catholic girl 
the other day at a public func- 
tion who spoke to me of Cath- 
olicism at Vassar, which she 
attends. The Catholic chaplain 
there is modern-minded and in 
a brief space of time has so 
succeeded in his evangelization, 
that nowadays only about 15% 
of the Catholic girls in Vassar 
bother to attend Sunday mass, 
the failure to do which, in the 
Catholic Church, is analogous to 
defying the Constitution in the 
civil world, with, one assumes, 
even graver consequences. 


A non-Catholic lady m Cali- 
fornia writes me that she re- 
cently attended a mass at a 
Catholic high school. "It was 
held in the auditorium. A poster 
directly behind the altar was of 
an enormous catsup bottle and 
the message, 'If you're a plump 
tomato, Hunts has an opening 
for you.' On either side of the 
altar were 'box-art' figures, 
about five feet high, of Martin 
Luther King, Bob Dylan, John 
Lennon, the Maharishi whals- 
his 
-name, Gandhi, Thurgood 


Marshall. Above the altar was 
suspended a large mobile made 
of pieces of broken glass and 
tin cans and a sign asking, 
'What's your story, people 7 " 
Recently I was visited by a 
faculty member and a dozen 
seniors from another Catholic 
high school, St. Mary's in Mount 
Clemens, 
Michigan. I found 


them all charming, poised, and 
intelligent, but a little bit out- 
of-breath, as though they had 
just finished scaling a very high 
mountain; and indeed I learn- 
ed that the Reverend Sister, 
the 
superintendent of their 


school, had decreed that if they 
consummated their plan to visit 
with me, they would be deprived 
of their right to participate in 
their forthcoming commence- 
ment exercises, and stripped 
of their academic honors. Now 
the Church quite rightly cau- 
tions its sheep to avoid oc- 
casions of sin, but it is going 
to take me a while to get used 
to the notion, post-Vatican II, 
that I am, by the modernists, 
to be treated like a brothel. 
There are, of course, Catho- 
lics who axe on the side of the 
Pope. But they speak in whis- 
pers, and walk about furtively, 
lest the new religion of love 
and understanding espy them 
and eat them up.

We didn't notice his 


dilated pupils, his unnaturally 
soft voice and his "I don't 
care" attitude. 
We attached 


no significance to his strange 
sleeping habits. 
(Some nights 


he'd walk around the house till 
3:00 a.m. Other nights he'd 
retire at 7:00 p.m. and sleep 
until noon the following day.) 


Had we done more reading on 


the subject we would have known 
that our son's behavior was not 
normal. Please print this let- 
ter, Ann. If we had seen one 
like it we could have obtained 
some help for our son before 
he wound up in trouble with the 
police.

Humphrey And The Polls 
The widening view that “ the politicians are for Humphrey but 
the people are for McCarthy** has just received a severe jolt. 
If the latest Louis H arris survey among Democrats is right, the 
“ people** as well as the politicians show substantially greater 
support for the Vice-President than they do for the Minnesota 
Senator. 


Admittedly, this finding is paradoxical in view of the primary 
outcomes this spring. 
For these repeatedly showed Senator 
McCarthy far and away a greater favorite with those who voted 
than Hubert Humphrey. 
Perhaps the answer to this paradox 
lies in that phrase “ those who voted,** since, for example, only 
about 20 per cent of the registered Democrats in New York State 
(where Senator McCarthy is deemed to have scored his greatest 
victory) bothered to vote. 
And since the Senator’s followers 
are known to be highly motivated, the primary may have pulled 
out an unusually high percentage of pro-McCarthylings. The 
polls, on the other hand, may fish with a wider net. 


Again paradoxically, the Humphrey support is strongest among 
those groups which many have supposed would be most opposed to 
him. Thus he finds his greatest strength among Jewish voters, 
whereas this group is known to contain a strong percentage of 
anti-Vietnam war protesters, who might consequently be thought 
to be prime McCarthy prospects. 


Second in the Vice-President’s list stand the blacks who pre­ 
fer him over Senator McCarthy by the overwhelming margin 
of 4-1/2 - to - 1. 


That religion does not play a determinant role in the Demo­ 
crats* present choice is shown by the fact that more Roman 
Catholics support Protestant Humphrey than Catholic McCarthy, 
whereas more Protestants support the latter than the former. 


The great question during the remaining seven weeks before 
the Democratic convention is whether Senator McCarthy can 
continue to close the gap between those who support him and 
those who like the Vice-President better. Between late May and 
(presumably) late June the Humphrey preference percentage 
dropped from 49 to 48 per cent, whereas the McCarthy prefer­ 
ence percentage rose from 37 to 40. 


Were such a shift to continue, each would come up to the end 
of August with exactly the same preference percentage. While 
this would be a cap on Senator McCarthy’s remarkable perfor­ 
mance, it is doubtful if it would persuade the party politicians 
to alter their apparent intention of nominating the Vice-Presi­ 
dent. In any event, polls and prim aries give each man’s support­ 
ers powerful arguments to brandish.

THE FEAR that being fair, 
fat, and forty will lead to dis­ 
ease of the gall bladder and 
formation of gall stones may 
soon be relieved, if a scientific 
study now underway is proven 
successful. 
It has always been the ulti­ 
mate hope that a way would 
be 
found 
to 
dissolve g a l l 
stones w h e n 
o n c e 
t h e y 
were 
present, 
or to prevent 
t h e m f r o m 
forming. This 
search 
may, 
p e r h a p s , be 
ended 
before 
long. 
Dr. Ronald K. Tompkins, 
Dr. Robert M. Zollinger, and 
Dr. David G. Cornwell have 
been working with a sub­ 
stance called lecithin to cor­ 
rect some chemical imbalances 
responsible for gall bladder 
stones. 
Lecithin is a fatty sub­ 
stance found in the blood and 
bile which seems to be in 
lesser quantities in patients 
who have gall stones than in 
those with normal gall blad­ 
ders. 
Lecithin is commonly 
used to keep chocolates from 
developing the musty, grey 
color they acquire after ex-, 
posure. Lecithin is used to 
keep them fresh-looking. The 
same s u b s t a n c e has been 
found to prevent cholesterol 
from being deposited in the 
gall bladder and setting up 
the 
beginning of the 
gall 
stone. 
The results are exceedingly 
promising and this very con­ 
siderate group of scientists 
has even found a way of mak­ 
ing lecithin taste good by 
baking it in cookies flavored 
with vanilla and other ex­ 
tracts. 
Patients chosen for 
this test are given the pleas­ 
ant choice of eating a half a 
dozen lecithin cookies a day 
to prevent further disturb­ 
ances of the gall bladder. Who

These 
scientists apparently are try­

Is there any truth to the 
possibility that the oral con­ 
traceptive pill may be danger­ 
ous to the eyes? 
Millions of oral contracep­ 
tives are being taken by wom­ 
en with and without the ad­ 
vice of their physician. Any 
medicaticn taken over a long 
period of time must be viewed 
as having some potential side 
effects. It is for this reason 
that when doctors prescribe 
these drugs they suggest a 
close observation for unusual 
reactions. 
About three years ago a 
group of physicians at the 
New York Medical College un­ 
dertook the study of the rela­ 
tionship between oral contra­ 
ceptives and eye disturbances. 
The study was a combined 
one between the departments 
of gynecology and ophthal­ 
mology. The general opinion 
was, after three years of in­ 
tensive study, that there were 
relatively slight changes in 
the eyes following prolonged 
use of these drugs. 
In every speciality, cases 
have been reported of pecu­ 
liar symptoms that were not 
e a s i l y explained. Many of 
these symptoms were new and 
attributed by doctors and pa­ 
tients to the pill because of a 
relationship between onset of 
symptoms and the time the 
drug was first taken. 
Unexplained migraine head­ 
aches occur occasionally in 
women who previously had 
had no such difficulties. When 
the tie-in between the drug 
and the symptoms is sus­ 
pected, 
pinpointing is very 
simple. The pill should be 
stopped at a time designated 
by the doctor in order to see 
if the symptoms disappear and 
later return, if and when the 
pill is renewed. 


WASHINGTON-The House of 
Representatives last spring a- 
dopted a code of othical con­ 
duct but provided no way to en­ 
force it. A lobbying operation 
which illustrates the need for 
ethical enforcement is taking 
place 
right now behind the 
closed doors of the House Pub­ 
lic Works Committee. 
The committee has been so 
secretive that it hasn’t yet pub­ 
lished 
its April hearings on 
highways. 
Instead, it pushed 
through the House last week 
one of the most lobby-dominat­ 
ed bills of this session— the 
Federal Aid Highway Act of 
1968. 
It calls for the complete emas­ 
culation of highway beautifica­ 
tion, a surrender to the bill­ 
board lobby, the overriding of 
any court or city council de­ 
cision against thruways and the 
hamstringing of the President 
from any decision not to spend 
thruway money. 
Finally, 
the 
Congressmen 
tacked an additional 3,000 miles 
onto the federal Interstate high­ 
way system, which means a p ri­ 
vate pork barrel for various 
Congressmen, at a total cost to 
the taxpayers of $15 billion. 
This was voted at the very same 
time Congress was demanding 
that LBJ cut $6 billion from 
education, welfare, and antipo­ 
verty. 
The bill was rammed through 
the Public Works Committee 
and later the House of Repre - 
sentatives 
by subcommittee 
chairman 
John 
Kluczynski, 
Democrat, the Chicago restau­ 
rant man who is the devout 
friend of the highway lobby; 
and by Rep. William Cramer of 
Florida, Republican, another 
concrete champion. 
They got 
help from Reps. Joel Broyhill 
and William Scott, Virginia Re­ 
publicans, with Gilbert Gude, 
Republican, and Hervey Ma­ 
chen, Democrat, both of Mary­ 
land. 
Rep. George Fallon of 
Baltimore, always a friend of 
the highway lobby and chair­ 
man of the overall committee, 
also helped. 
Such Congressmen as John 
Blatnik, Minn., and Bob Jones, 
Ala., both Democrats and both 
public-minded members of the 
committee, were boggod down 
with other committee work. 
The lobby was led by Harold 
Wirth 
of Firestone 
Rubber 
Company, the American Road- 
builders 
Association, 
the 
American Automobile Associa­ 
tion, the Asphalt Institute, the 
National Association of Auto 
Dealers, the Portland Cement 
Association, the National Asso­ 
ciation of Motor Bus Owners, 
and various others. 
LIVELY LOBBYISTS 
Here is the tabulation of what 
the lobbyists managed to do to 
the House highway bill: 
No protection of parks—Sec­ 
tion 17 removes the previous 
power of the Transportation De - 
partment to protect parks, wild­ 
life refuges, and historic sites 
against the invasion of the high­ 
ways. 
Overruling the courts-Section 
22 directs completion of inter­ 
state freeways notwithstanding 


any court or administrative de­ 
cision against freeways. This 
is aimed at overruling the Dis­ 
trict of Columbia government 
and the U.S. Court of Appeals, 
which stopped the development 
of D.C, freeways without pub­ 
lic hearings. 
This provision 
sets the precedent for the en­ 
tire nation and is probably un­ 
constitutional, since it infringes 
on the power of the courts. 
Beautification — The Beauti­ 
fication Act of 1965 was knock­ 
ed out by the bill. The House 
bill is a direct slap at Mrs. 
Johnson. It restores junkyards 
and billboards. 
It was done in 
the secrecy of committee by 
eliminating 90 per cent of all 
enforcement funds. 
No money-saving—Section 14 
prohibits the White House from 
diverting or not using any high­ 
way funds. 
This invades the 
constitutional authority of toe 
executive and might cause LBJ 
to veto the measure. 
Pork barrel—Finally, the Con­ 
gressmen added 3,000 miles to 
the federal highway system. 
The Senate, In contrast, has 
passed a fairly good highway 
bill. The two conflicting mea­ 
sures now have gone to con­ 
ference. Thruway lobbyists and 
their champions on the House 
committee rushed the joint con­ 
ferences before the public could 
become aware of what had hap­ 
pened. 
The interesting question is how 
the lobby managed to get ex­ 
actly what it wanted In the House 
while failing in the Senate. You 
can be assured that Congress­ 
men, regardless of the new code 
of ethical standards, will not 
investigate themselves to see 
what campaign funds were con­ 
tributed and to whom. 
OLD NIXON VS. THE NEW 
On the subject of ending wars, 
Richard Nixon has made a full 
turn since he first ran for Vice 
President in 1952. 
Nixon now 
claims to have the solution for 
ending the Vietnam war. How­ 
ever, he is prevented from 
discussing it, he says, because 
he doesn’t want to say anything 
that might jeopardize the Paris 
truce talks. 
In 1952 the political shoe was 
on the other foot. 
Then toe 
Democratic Presidential candi­ 
date, Adlai Stevenson, was hint­ 
ing that he could settle the Ko­ 
rean war. An outraged Nixon 
issued a formal statement de­ 
claring: 
“ Mr. Stevenson is putting out 
bait for voters and working a 
cruel hoax on the men fighting 
and dying in Korea, and their 
families and loved one sat home, 
if he continues to leave the im­ 
pression in the public mind that 
he has 
some magic formula 
which could bring toe Korean 
war to an end on an honor­ 
able basis. . . If he has had 
such a plan, 
he should have 
disclosed It to the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff, and if he has not done 
so, he should do so immediate­ 
ly. 
Certainly he cannot con­ 
tend that the Joint Chiefs would 
give his plan to the commun­ 
ists. 
If he does not have such 
a plan, he should honestly tell 
the American people.” 


Diabetic Children Need Much Exercise 
SAN FRANCISCO—“Diabetes 
is generally more severe in chil­ 
dren than in adults,” reports Dr. 
Mary B. Olnev, clinical professor 
of pediatrics at the University of 
California Medical Center here. 


Although diabetes remains la­ 
tent in many adults throughout 
their lifetime, it does not remain 
latent in youngsters very long, 
said the pediatrician 
w h o has 
been a specialist in the field for 


over 30 years. Onset is swift, and 
symptoms include unusual thirst, 
frequent urination, and often bed­ 
wetting. The child displays either 
a voracious appetite or a complete 
loss of appetite, accompanied by 
progressive weight loss. 
A nutrionallv sound diet and 
plenty of exercise are important 
in the treatment of diabetic chil­ 
dren who can almost never rely 
on oral insulin alone to control 
diabetes, she said.

THE MARCH OF 
AMERICAN CATHOLICISM 
The Archbishop of Canter­ 
bury, to judge from the recent 
record, is more worried by 
orthodoxy abroad than heresy 
at home. He has just criticized 
Pope Paul for reasserting the 
essential dogmas of Roman Ca­ 
tholicism, one of them being that 
the Roman Catholic Church is 
the designated vehicle of the 
word of Christ. It is difficult 
to see why the reassertion of 
that claim should bother the 
Archbishop. It is one thing to 
dispute the claim; it is another 
to fret about its being made. 
Rather as though an American 
in London were to pop up from 
his seat at Albert Hall and 
say: “ But wait a minute, Bri­ 
tannia does not rule the waves.” 
I don’t mean to imply that the 
assertion of the Catholic Church 
is merely a matter of tradition, 
but that it is at least a mat­ 
ter of tradition, and that there­ 
fore it is sort of, er, dumb for 
His Excellency the Archbishop 
to get lathered up over its re ­ 
statement. And it wasn’t only 
Anglican dignitaries who were 
disappointed by the Pope’s dog­ 
matical assertiveness, but also 
a lot of Catholics, for instance 
the so-called progressives in 
Holland, one of whose spokes­ 
men pronounced that the Pope’s 
words were like stones in his 
stomach which, come tothinkof 
it, may be what Purgatory feels 
like. 
The 
strategy 
of the Pope, 
meanwhile, is presumably to 
try to do something about the 
dissolution, yes dissolution, of 
the Catholic Church —toprevent 
happening to it what happened 
to the Archbishop of Canter­ 
bury’s church in England like 
maybe a hundred years ago. 
Auberon Waugh perhaps over- 
says it: “ . . . in England we 
have a curious institution called 
the Church of England . . . Its 
strength has always lain in the 
fact that ( m i any moral or po­ 
litical issue it can produce such 
a wide divergence of opinion that 
nobody 
—from 
the Pope to 
Mao Tse-tung — can say with 
any confidence that he is not an 
Anglican. Its weaknesses are 
that nobody pays much attention 
to it and very few people at­ 
tend its functions.” Perhaps he 
oversays it: but not by much. 
Presumably the Pope is a- 
larmed at some of the results 
of modernization. There are 
many examples, some of them 
reaching right into the taber­ 
nacle of Catholic Christianity 
to mess around with what they 


used to call the depositum fi- 
dei before Latin was abolished 
as 
a n t i-social, or whatever. 
There are data less astound­ 
ing, b u t hardly insignificant. I 
sat* next to a most beautiful 
and lively young Catholic girl 
the other day at a public func­ 
tion who spoke to me of Cath­ 
olicism at Vassar, which she 
attends. The Catholic chaplain 
there is modern-minded and in 
a brief space of time has so 
succeeded in his evangelization, 
that nowadays only about 15% 
of the Catholic girls in Vassar 
bother to attend Sunday mass, 
the failure to do which, in the 
Catholic Church, is analogous to 
defying the Constitution in the 
civil world, with, one assumes, 
even graver consequences. 
A non-Catholic lady in Cali­ 
fornia writes me that she re ­ 
cently attended a mass at a 
Catholic high school. “ It was 
held in the auditorium. A poster 
directly behind the altar was of 
an enormous catsup bottle and 
the message, ‘If you’re a plump 
tomato, Hunts has an ooening 
for you.’ On either side of the 
altar were ‘box-art’ figures, 
about five feet high, of Martin 
Luther King, Bob Dylan, John 
Lennon, the Maharishi whats- 
his 
-name, Gandhi, Thurgood 
Marshall. Above the altar was 
suspended a large mobile made 
of pieces of broken glass and 
tin cans and a sign asking, 
‘What's your story, people? ” 
Recently I was visited by a 
faculty member and a dozen 
seniors from another Catholic 
high school, St. Mary’s in Mount 
Clemens, 
Michigan. I found 
them all charming, poised, and 
intelligent, but a little bit out- 
of-breath, as though they had 
just finished scaling a very high 
mountain; 
and indeed I learn­ 
ed that the Reverend Sister, 
the 
superintendent of their 
school, had decreed that if they 
consummated their plan to visit 
with me, they would be deprived 
of their right to participate in 
their forthcoming commence­ 
ment exercises, and stripped 
of their academic honors. Now 
the Church quite rightly cau­ 
tions its sheep to avoid oc­ 
casions of sin, but it is going 
to take me a while to get used 
to the notion, post-Vatican II, 
that I am, by the modernists, 
to be treated like a brothel. 
There are, of course, Catho­ 
lics who are on the side of the 
Pope. But they speak in whis­ 
pers, and walk about furtively, 
lest the new religion of love 
and understanding espy them 
and eat them up.

We 
ignored the boy’s drowsiness, 
his runny nose, his continual 
thirst. 
We didn’t notice his 
dilated pupils, his unnaturally 
soft voice and his “ I don't 
care” attitude. 
We attached 
no significance to his strange 
sleeping habits. 
(Some nights 
he’d walk around the house till 
3:00 a.m. 
Other nights he’d 
retire at 7:00 p.m. and sleep 
until noon the following day.) 
Had we done more reading on 
the subject we would have known 
that our son’s behavior was not 
normal.

If we had seen one 
like it we could have obtained 
some help for our son before 
he wound up in trouble with the 
police.

Humphrey And The Polls 
The widening view that “ the politicians are for Humphrey but 
the people are for McCarthy*’ has just received a severe jolt. 
If the latest Louis Harris survey among Democrats is right, the 
“ people** as well as the politicians show substantially greater 
support for the Vice-President than they do for the Minnesota 
Senator. 


Admittedly, this finding is paradoxical in view of the primary 
outcomes this spring. 
For these repeatedly showed Senator 
McCarthy far and away a greater favorite with those who voted 
than Hubert Humphrey. 
Perhaps the answer to this paradox 
lies in that phrase “ those who voted,** since, for example, only 
about 20 per cent of the registered Democrats in New York State 
(where Senator McCarthy is deemed to have scored his greatest 
victory) bothered to irate. 
And since the Senator’s followers 
are known to be highly motivated, the primary may have pulled 
out an unusually high percentage of pro-McCarthylings. The 
polls, on the other hand, may fish with a wider net. 


Again paradoxically, the Humphrey support is strongest among 
those groups which many have supposed would be most opposed to 
him. Thus he finds his greatest strength among Jewish voters, 
whereas this group is known to contain a strong percentage of 
anti-Vietnam war protesters, who might consequently be thought 
to be prime McCarthy prospects. 


Second in the Vice-President’s list stand the blacks who pre­ 
fer him over Senator McCarthy by the overwhelming margin 
of 4-1/2 - to - 1. 


That religion does not play a determinant role in the Demo­ 
crats* present choice is shown by the fact that more Roman 
Catholics support Protestant Humphrey than Catholic McCarthy, 
whereas more Protestants support the latter than the former. 


The great question during the remaining seven weeks before 
the Democratic convention is whether Senator McCarthy can 
continue to close the gap between those who support him and 
those who like the Vice-President better. Between late May and 
(presumably) late June the Humphrey preference percentage 
dropped from 49 to 48 per cent, whereas the McCarthy prefer­ 
ence percentage rose from 37 to 40. 


Were such a shift to continue, each would come up to the end 
of August with exactly the same preference percentage. While 
this would be a cap on Senator McCarthy’s remarkable perfor­ 
mance, it is doubtful if it would persuade the party politicians 
to alter their apparent intention of nominating the Vice-Presi­ 
dent. In any event, polls and primaries give each man’s support­ 
ers powerful arguments to brandish.

Is there any truth to the 
possibility that the oral con­ 
traceptive pill may be danger­ 
ous to the eyes? 
Millions of oral contracep­ 
tives are being taken by wom­ 
en with and without the ad­ 
vice of their physician. Any 
medication taken over a long 
period of time must be viewed 
as having some potential side 
effects. It is for this reason 
that when doctors prescribe 
these drugs they suggest a 
close observation for unusual 
reactions. 
About three years ago a 
group of physicians at the 
New York Medical College un­ 
dertook the study of the rela­ 
tionship between oral contra­ 
ceptives and eye disturbances. 
The study waa a combined 
one between the departments 
of gynecology and ophthal­ 
mology. The general opinion 
was, after three years of in­ 
tensive study, that there were 
relatively slight changes in 
the eyes following prolonged 
use of these drugs. 
In every speciality, cases 
have been reported of pecu­ 
liar symptoms that were not 
e a s i l y explained. Many of 
these symptoms were new and 
attributed by doctors and pa­ 
tients to the pill because of & 
relationship between onset of 
symptoms and the time the 
drug was first taken. 
Unexplained migraine head­ 
aches occur occasionally in 
women who previously had 
had no such difficulties. When 
the tie-in between the drug 
and the symptoms is sus­ 
pected, pinpointing 
is very 
simple. The pill should be 
stopped at a time designated 
by the doctor in order to see 
if the symptoms disappear and 
later return, if and when the 
P*ll is renewed. 


W A S H IN G T O N --The House of 
Representatives last spring a- 
d op ted a code of ethical con­ 
duct but provided no way to en - 
force it. 
A lobbying operation 
which illustrates the need for 
ethical enforcement is taking 
place 
right now behind the 
closed doors of the House Pub­ 
lic Works Committee. 
The committee has been so 
secretive that it hasn’t yet pub­ 
lished 
its April hearings on 
highways. 
Instead, it pushed 
through the House last week 
one of the most lobby-dominat­ 
ed bills of this session— the 
Federal Aid Highway Act of 
1968. 
It calls for the complete emas­ 
culation of highway beautifica­ 
tion, a surrender to the bill­ 
board lobby, the overriding of 
any court or city council de­ 
cision against thruways and the 
hamstringing of the President 
from any decision not to spend 
thruway money. 
Finally, 
the 
Congressmen 
tacked an additional 3,000 miles 
onto the federal interstate high­ 
way system, which means a pri­ 
vate pork barrel for various 
Congressmen, at a total cost to 
the taxpayers of $15 billion. 
This was voted at the very same 
time Congress was demanding 
that LBJ cut $6 billion from 
education, welfare, and antipo­ 
verty. 
The bill was rammed through 
the Public Works Committee 
and later the House of Repre­ 
sentatives 
by subcommittee 
chairman 
John 
Kluczynski, 
Democrat, the Chicago restau­ 
rant man who is the devout 
friend of the highway lobby; 
and by Rep. William Cramer of 
Florida, Republican, another 
concrete champion. They got 
help from Reps. Joel Broyhill 
and William Scott, Virginia Re­ 
publicans, with Gilbert Gude, 
Republican, and Hervey Ma­ 
chen, Democrat, both of Mary­ 
land. 
Rep. George Fallon of 
Baltimore, always a friend of 
the highway lobby and chair­ 
man of the overall committee, 
also helped. 
Such Congressmen as John 
Blatnik, Minn., and Bob Jones, 
Ala., both Democrats and both 
public-minded members of the 
committee, were bogged down 
with other committee work. 
The lobby was led by Harold 
Wirth 
of Firestone Rubber 
Company, the American Road- 
builders 
Association, 
the 
American Automobile Associa­ 
tion, the Asphalt Institute, the 
National Association of Auto 
Dealers, the Portland Cement 
Association, the NationalAsso- 
ciation of Motor Bus Owners, 
and various others. 
LIVELY LOBBYISTS 
Here is the tabulation of what 
the lobbyists managed to do to 
the House highway bill: 
No protection of parks—Sec­ 
tion 17 removes the previous 
power of the Transportation De - 
partment to protect parks, wild­ 
life refuges, and historic sites 
against the invasion of the high­ 
ways. 
Overruling the courts-Section 
22 directs completion of inter­ 
state freeways notwithstanding 


any court or administrative de­ 
cision against freeways. This 
is aimed at overruling the Dis­ 
trict of Columbia government 
and the U.S. Court of Appeals, 
which stopped the development 
of D.C. freeways without pub­ 
lic hearings. 
This provision 
sets the precedent for the en­ 
tire nation and is probably un­ 
constitutional, since it infringes 
on the power of the courts. 
Beautification — The Beauti­ 
fication Act of 1965 was knock­ 
ed out by the bill. The House 
bill is a direct slap at Mrs. 
Johnson. It restores junk yards 
and billboards. 
It was done in 
the secrecy of committee by 
eliminating 90 per cent of all 
enforcement funds. 
No money-saving—Section 14 
prohibits the White House from 
diverting or not using any high­ 
way funds. 
This invades the 
constitutional authority of the 
executive and might cause L B J 
to veto the measure. 
Pork barrel—Finally, the Con­ 
gressmen added 3,000 miles to 
the federal highway system. 
The Senate, In contrast, has 
passed a fairly good highway 
bill. The two conflicting mea­ 
sures now have gone to con­ 
ference. Thruway lobbyists and 
their champions on the House 
committee rushed the joint con­ 
ferences before the public could 
become aware of what had hap­ 
pened. 
The interesting question is how 
the lobby managed to get ex­ 
actly what it wanted in the House 
while failing in the Senate. You 
can be assured that Congress­ 
men, regardless of the new code 
of ethical standards, will not 
investigate themselves to see 
what campaign funds were con­ 
tributed and to whom. 
OLD NIXON VS. THE NEW 
On the subject of ending wars, 
Richard Nixon has made a full 
turn since he first ran for Vice 
President in 1952. Nixon now 
claims to have the solution for 
ending the Vietnam war. How­ 
ever, he is prevented from 
discussing it, he says, because 
he doesn’t want to say anything 
that might jeopardize the Paris 
truce talks. 
In 1952 the political shoe was 
on the other foot. 
Then the 
Democratic Presidential candi­ 
date, Adlai Stevenson, was hint­ 
ing that he could settle the Ko­ 
rean war. An outraged Nixon 
Issued a formal statement de­ 
claring: 
* ‘Mr. Stevenson is putting out 
bait for voters and working a 
cruel hoax on the men fighting 
and dying in Korea, and their 
families and loved ones at home, 
if he continues to leave the im­ 
pression in the public mind that 
he has 
some magic formula 
which could bring the Korean 
war to an end on an honor­ 
able basis. . . If he has had 
such a plan, 
he should have 
disclosed it to the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff, and if he has not done 
so, he should do so immediate­ 
ly. 
Certainly he cannot con­ 
tend that the Joint Chiefs would 
give his plan to the commun­ 
ists. If he does not have such 
a plan, he should honestly tell 
the American people.”

THE MARCH OF 
AMERICAN CATHOLICISM 
The Archbishop of Canter­ 
bury, to judge from the recent 
record, is more worried by 
orthodoxy abroad than heresy 
at home. He has just criticized 
Pope Paul for reasserting the 
essential dogmas of Roman Ca­ 
tholicism, one of them being that 
the Roman Catholic Church is 
the designated vehicle of the 
word of Christ. It is difficult 
to see why the reassertion of 
that claim should bother the 
Archbishop. It is one thing to 
dispute the claim; it is another 
to fret about its being made. 
Rather as though an American 
in London were to pop up from 
his seat at Albert Hall and 
say; “ But wait a minute, Bri­ 
tannia does not rule the waves.” 
I don’t mean to imply that the 
assertion of the Catholic Church 
is merely a matter of tradition, 
but that it is at least a mat­ 
ter of tradition, and that there­ 
fore it is sort of, er, dumb for 
His Excellency the Archbishop 
to get lathered up over its re­ 
statement. And it wasn’t only 
Anglican dignitaries who were 
disappointed by the Pope’s dog­ 
matical assertiveness, but also 
a lot of Catholics, for instance 
the so-called progressives in 
Holland, one of whose spokes­ 
men pronounced that the Pope’s 
words were like stones in his 
stomach which, come to think of 
it, may be what Purgatory feels 
like. 
The 
strategy 
of the Pope, 
meanwhile, is presumably to 
try to do something about the 
dissolution, yes dissolution, of 
the Catholic Church —toprevent 
happening to it what happened 
to the Archbishop of Canter­ 
bury’s church in England like 
maybe a hundred years ago. 
Auber on Waugh perhaps over- 
says it; “ . . . in England we 
have a curious institution called 
the Church of England . . . Its 
strength has always lain in the 
fact that on any moral or po­ 
litical issue it can produce such 
a wide divergence of opinion that 
nobody 
—from 
the Pope to 
Mao Tse-tung — can say with 
any confidence that he is not an 
Anglican. Its weaknesses are 
that nobody pays much attention 
to it and very few people at­ 
tend its functions.” Perhaps he 
oversays it; but not by much. 
Presumably tbe Pope is a- 
larmed at some of the results 
of modernization. There are 
many examples, some of them 
reaching right into the taber­ 
nacle of Catholic Christianity 
to mess around with what they 


used to call the depositum fi- 
dei before Latin was abolished 
as anti-social, or whatever. 
There are data less astound­ 
ing, but hardly insignificant. I 
sat’ next to a most beautiful 
and lively young Catholic girl 
the other day at a public func­ 
tion who spoke to me of Cath­ 
olicism at Vassar, which she 
attends. The Catholic chaplain 
there is modern-minded and in 
a brief space of time has so 
succeeded in his evangelization, 
that nowadays only about 15% 
of the Catholic girls in Vassar 
bother to attend Sunday mass, 
the failure to do which, in the 
Catholic Church, is analogous to 
defying the Constitution in the 
civil world, with, one assumes, 
even graver consequences. 
A non-Catholic lady in Cali­ 
fornia writes me that she re­ 
cently attended a mass at a 
Catholic high school. “ It was 
held in the auditorium. A poster 
directly behind the altar was of 
an enormous catsup bottle and 
the message, ‘If you’re a plump 
tomato, Hunts has an opening 
for you.’ On either side of the 
altar were ‘box-art’ figures, 
about five feet high, of Martin 
Luther King, Bob Dylan, John 
Lennon, the Maharishi whats- 
his 
-name, Gandhi, Thurgood 
Marshall. Above the altar was 
suspended a large mobile made 
of pieces of broken glass and 
tin cans and a sign asking, 
‘What’s your story, people?* ” 
Recently I was visited by a 
faculty member and a dozen 
seniors from another Catholic 
high school, St. Mary's in Mount 
Clemens, 
Michigan. I found 
them all charming, poised, and 
intelligent, but a little bit out- 
of-breath, as though they had 
just finished scaling a very high 
mountain; 
and indeed I learn­ 
ed that the Reverend Sister, 
the 
superintendent of their 
school, had decreed that if they 
consummated their plan to visit 
with me, they would be deprived 
of their right to participate in 
their forthcoming commence­ 
ment exercises, and stripped 
of their academic honors. Now 
the Church quite rightly cau­ 
tions its sheep to avoid oc­ 
casions of sin, but it is going 
to take me a while to get used 
to the notion, post-Vatican II, 
that I am, by the modernists, 
to be treated like a brothel. 
There are, of course, Catho­ 
lics who are on the side of the 
Pope. But they speak in whis­ 
pers, and walk about furtively, 
lest the new religion of love 
and understanding espy them 
and eat them up.

We didn’t notice his 
dilated pupils, his unnaturally 
soft voice and his “ I don’t 
care” attitude. 
We attached 
no significance to his strange 
sleeping habits. 
(Some nights 
he’d walk around the house till 
3:00 a.m. 
Other nights he’d 
retire at 7:00 p.m. and sleep 
until noon toe following day.) 
Had we done more reading on 
the subject we would have known 
that our son’s behavior was not 
normal. Please print this let­ 
ter, Ann. If we had seen one 
like it we could have obtained 
some help for our son before 
he wound up in trouble with the 
police.
